VISITS T0 BRANCHES :- The urgent necessity of arranging for Executive 
members to visit Branches in the interests of the Association was 
éiscussed and it was agreed that this be a recommendation to the incoming 
Executive. *. . 


Deo t ¢ Kr. Lennon in referring to his position as Editor, 
rought up various points for discussion, ine luding the episode of Mr. 
Stoupe's letter as dealt with at the last Exedutive meeting. Explanations 
were given by hoth Mr. Lennon and the President and a good deal of 
a@iscussion ensued, following which Mr. Kirk moved, "that an apology be 

made to the Editor on the letter of censure from the Executive." me 
motion lapsed for the want of a seconder. 


Mr. Lennon also reported upon the issue of the 
booklet "Bees in their Bonnets" and said that he had agreed, in order to 
assist the Southern Branches in recognising the Centennial of Otago, that 
the printers cost of type and blocks used in the publication woulé be a 
charge against the . 2. Beekeeper.” 


The question of continuing to supply non-members with 
the Association's official Journal, was raised by the Secretary and was 
discussed at some length, following which it was resolved on the motion of 
Ur. Pearson, seconded by Mr. Williams, that the supply of Journals to 
direct subscribers be limited to persons overseas and persons within the 
Dominion who sre hot beekeepers." 


‘TT 0 2 : The President gave an outline of the work of this 
ommittee since its inception and explained his reasons for agreeing to 
the adoption of the final Graft of the regulations governing the operstions 
of the Committee for the approval of the Minister. Messrs. Pearson and 
Williams endorsed the action taken by the President during the deliberations 
of the interim Committee. Mr. Kirk said he regretted the action takes by 
the President in agreeing to the final draft of the regulations, which he 
considered wére not in the best interests of the Industry. Mr. Mc. Nadz ien 
said he felt it was a mistake to have agreed to set up the Committee on the 
regulations as finally framed. 


There followéd a lengthy general discussion on the 
subject and the meeting adjourned at 6-15 P.M. without any resolution 
having been considered.

The 
motion was carried, Messrs. Kirk and Me.Fadzien wishing their votes 
against the motion to be recorded.

honey-house door in consumer'é own tins are ex@luded from the retail 
schedule on the ground that the several prices fixed by this Clause 
include’ the price of the container, but as the bulk schedule contains 
exactly the same provision, such sales cannot come under that schedule, 
therefore we take it that sales from the honey - house door in customer's 
own containers are not covered by the Regulations." mie motion lapsed 
for the want of a seconder.

MINUTES : of the meeting held on the Sth and 6th July 1948 
and of the Special Meeting held on the 9th July 1946 were read and 
confirmed. 


EDIZORSHIP OF e : Referring to the Minutes, the Secretary 
reporte J. McFadzien Jr. had been approached and had agreed 
to undertake the work.

It was also decided to draw the attention of the new 
Editor to the lateness of the Journal issues, pointing out that every 
effort should be made to have the Journal in the Mail by the 20th of the 
month of issue.

The Secretary's letter to Mr. Myers was unanimously 
approved and it was decided also to point out to the Central Otago 
Branch that the President in his address to Conference regarding the 
n he had made, had been accepted by Conference almost without

LICENSING OF Ai any Sunes :- Following upon a discussion on this matter 

was decide @ Secretary should have copies of the draft 
legislation prepared and circulated to Branches in time for-the matter 
to be discussed by members generally before the next conférence. 


CONFERENCE DECISIONS :- The Secretary read copies of the letters he had 
orwarde' 0 @ Various Ministers of the Crown and Heaés of Government 
Departments regarding the decisions taken at the Dunedin Conference 

and also the replies he had receimed in this connection. 
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OWNERSHIP OF PACKING PLANT. l- Concerning a reply from the 
ster 0 arke ting e eitect that the packing plant at Auckland 


was the property of the Government, Mr. Barber said the Minister's 
statement was contrary to fact. Mr. Honeyfielé and other responsible Css 
officials had always assured them that the plant was the property of the 
Beekeepers. Members agreed that this was so and following a general 
éiscussion it was moved by Mr. Barber, seconded by Mc. Iennie, "that this 
Executive strongly resents the Minister's statement that the plant of the 
Eoney Section of the T. M. D. is the property of the Government and maintain 
that the statement is contrary to fact. This conclusion is borne out 

by repeated assurances given by responsible officers of the Department 

over a period of years that the plant belonged to the Beekeepers and also 

dy the fact that it appears se such in the Balance Sheet of the Honey 

Section of the Internal Marketing Division." 


MARKETING COMMITTEE a 22 The Secretary drew attention to the 

atisfactory manner in which the recent election of the Honey Marke ting 
Committee was carried out and in doing so said that he had received no 
advice whatsoever from the Minister, the Secretary of the Committee or 
the Returning Officer regarding the calling of nominations, date of 
election or results. Also that he had not seen any announcements in the 
Press concerning the election and he felt that many Beekeepers throughout 
the Dominion would not know that an election had taken place. 


The Chairman said that he had not seen 
enything in the daily papers about the Blection and that he would not 
have known anything definite about it if Mr. Williams had not telephoned 
him about the nominations. Messrs. Williams and Barber said that mention 
of the election appeared in the Auckland papers. 


The Secretary said he thought a very 
bad effect would result from the fact that the only nominations received 
by the Returning Officer were those from the members of the previously 
appointed Committee and that as a result there had been no real election, 
the members being re-elected unopposed. At this stage it was decided 
to telephone the Returning Officer (Mr. Beard) and ask him to call and 
discuss the matter. 


When Mr. Beau arrived he answered <2 
various questions from members and outlined the steps taken concerning 
the election in conformity with the Regulations already approved by the 
Marketing Committee. He said that it had never occurred to him to 
advise the General Secretary of the date on which nominations were to be 
received. In view of the result of the election however, he undertook - 
to see that more publicity was given to the matter in future. 


The Chairman thanked Mr. Beard for his 
courtesy in coming to the meeting and also for the frank explanations ‘ 
given. 


Subsequently the matter was discussed 
at some length, after which the following resolution was carried :- Moved 
dy Mr. Pearson, seconded by Mr. Williams, "that this Executive is greatly 
concerned at the result of the recent Honey Marketing Committee election, 
in that insufficient publicity was given to Beekeepers generally as to 
persons eligible for nomination, also the date on which nominations were 
to close and that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the Minister 
of Marketing and the Chairman of the Honey Marketing Committee." 


It was also decided that in forwarding 
a copy of the resolution to the Minister, that he be requested to arrange 
on future occasions for notification to be given to the General Secretary 
at least six weeks prior to the calling of nominations, giving date on 
which nominations were to close and the names of those profucers eliszible 
for election, aleo that 48 sen relating to the election be inserted 
At least twice in ALL pap pu d éaily in the Dominion. 
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COMPLAINT FROM GORE BRANCK RE MANAGER OF HONEY SECTION :- 
3 The Secretary read a letter from the Gore Branch 

expressing strong dissatisfaction with the manner in which the 

Manager of the Honey Section of the T. H. D. had carried out his a ties 

and contsining a resolution passed by the Branch requesting the 

bir ig Executive to take immediate steps to have him removed from 

office. 


The Secretary read his letter in reply to the 
Branch asking for specific charges to be stated and also a subsequent 
letter received from the Branch Secretary stating in general terms, 


the grounds upon which they had based their request. 


Members were unanimous in the view that such a 
drastic step could not be taken on the evidence produced Py the Branch 
and it was resolved on the motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Williems, "that the Gore Branch be notified that in future the policy 
to be adopted by the Marketing Department is for the Producer members 
of the Marketing Committee to be the means of direct contact with the 
Beekeepers throughout the Dominion." 


It was agreed also that the General Secretary 
should forward the Gore Branch's complaint on to the Marketing Committee 
and to advise the Gore Branch that any specific information supplied 
re names and dates will be sent on to the Marketing Committee. 


3 With regard to Gore's request that all Branches be 
communicated with in order to ascertain their views on matters relating 
to the Management of the Honey Section of the I. M. D. it was decided 
to suggest to the Gore Branch that they submit a suitable remit for 
consideration at the next Conference.

A letter was also read from Mr. Wallace Nelson re 
increase in price of Beeswax. Decided to advise Mr. Nelson that the 
matter had already been taken up with the Director of Price Control 
and that negotiations were still proceeding.

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PRICES OF BUIK HONEY AND BEESWAX : 
I deere terry reported having previously 
interviewed the Price Control Officials regarding the remits 

passed at the last Conference and read copies of letters 
subsequently forwarded by him to the Director of Price Control 

in support of the submissions made. In view of the fact that no 
definite reply had been received, it vas decided that the Secretary 
should telephone the Department and énquire as to what progress 
had been made with the applications. 


Following the telephone conversation, the 
Secretary was able to report thet very favourable consideration was 
being given to the application for an increase in beeswax prices to 
3/6 per lb. The Price Tribunal however sought additional information 
in regard to the quantity of wax which would be available from an : 
economic unit (450 hives). 


Members considered that a feir average would 
be 90 lbs. of wax from the cappings of 100 hives and that further 
25 lbs. per 100 hives could reasonably be expected if all waste wax 
were reclaimed. That is to say that an additional 1 ct of wax 
eoulé be secured from a 450 hives unit if the material at present 
being wasted was reclaimed. This information was duly passed on to 
the Price Tribunal who promised a definite reply early in the New 
Year. 


Concerning the application for an increase in 
the size 6f retail containers to 60 lbs., Mr. Rede Smith of the Price 
Tribunal staff waited upon the meeting and asked for and received 
clarification on several points relating to the retail sales of honey 
before controls were enforced. Particular emphasis was given to the 
fact that 601b. and 28&b. containers were standard retail packs before 
controls were introduced. Mr. Smith ssid that the discussion he had 
had with the Executive was most helpful and would enable him to 
explein the position more fully to the Director. It was pointed out 
to Mr. Smith that the production season was fast approaching and he said 
that he would endeavour to have an announcement made as soon as possible. 


TAXATION : A general discussion on this subject was then 
Gontinued until the meeting adjourned at 6.30 Dem. 


The meeting resumed at 9.30 a. n. on Weénesday 
the Sth December. 


TAXATION :- When this discussion was sgain opened Mr. 

arson said that he had received a complaint from Mr. R. Davidson 
regarding a letter which he had sent in for publication in the 
Journal. The basis of Mr. Davidson's complaint was that the letter 
had been banned by the General Secretary and the Editor. 


The Secretary said that the Editor of the 
Journal had sent Mr. Davidson's letter to him for comment just before 
the November issue went to the Printer. He had replied to Mr. 
Lennon stating that he considered that its publication might do more 
harm than good at the present time and advised Mr. Lennon to suggest 
to Mr. Davidson that he withdraw the letter. Mr. Lennon had 
informed him that Mr. Davidson's letter reached him after the august 
issue had been printed, whereas it now appeared that Mr. Tennon 
had himself withheld it from publication at that time. The Secretary 
further stated that he had told Mr. Lennon that Mr. Davidson had the 
right to have his letter published if he wished. 

After some discussion it was resolved on the 
motion of Ur. Pearson, seconded by Mr. Lennie, “that copies of 
extracts of the correspondence to and from the Secretary and the 
Editor in relation to Mr. Davidson's letter to the Journal be 
forwarded to Mr. Davidson."

JOURNAL TO NON-MEMBERS :- Following upon 4 discussion on the resolution 
passed a ie las onference, it was decided to adhere to the decision 
taken by the Executive just prior to the Conference. 


REGIRENENT OF MR. DALLAS :- The Chairman read a letter he had received 
rom Mr. I. K. Dallas on his retirement as Director of the Horticulture 
Division, in which Mr. Dallas expressed his appreciation of the friendly 
manner in which the Association had worked with him throughout the years. 
On the motion of the President, seconded by Mr. Pearson, it was decided 
to place on record the valuable service given to the Industry by Mr. 

Dallas and to recommend to the next Conference that Mr. Dallas be 
elected a Life Member of the Association. 


VENUE OF CONFERENCE :-It wes agreed to adopt the recommendation of 
Conference that the 1949 Conference be held in Rotorua. In this 
connection Mr. Barber sais that he had been approached by a number 

of Beekeepers, particularly in the South, to see whether it would be 
possible to hold the Conference during the School Holideys in August 
instead of in July. The suggestion was approved and it was left to the 
Secretary to fix the dates accordingly. :

Although the Secretary had not asked for an increase he ssid, he knew 
that the amount of work done by the Secretary and his Staff was worth 
more than the Assoication was paying. Mr. Pearson said that judging 
by the amount of correspondence which had come before the Executive 
at this meeting it was evident that the Secretary was kept pretty 
busy with Association affairs. 


It was thereupon resolved on the motion of the 
Chairman, seconded by Mr. Williams, that the Secretary's Aary be 
raised to £200." 


MARKETING COMMITTEE:- Mr. Barber asked the Chairman whether he was in 
4 pos on @ the meeting any information concerning the work of 
the Committee. Mr. Fielé gave an outline of what had taken place at 
the two meetings which the Committee had held since Conference and said 
that the Producer members of the Committee were pressing the Minister 
for a definite statement concerning the application of the Seals Levy. 


; A general discussion on the Merketing policy of 
the Committee then ensued, following which it was resolved on the motion 
of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. Williems, “thet the Executive fully 
supports the President in any effort he has made for action to ensure 
the continued successful operation of the I.M.D. with a special 
reference to the necessity for the collection of the Seals Levy." 


It was decided that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the Minister of Marketing. * 


The Secretary drew attention to the lack of 
information concerning the work of the Marketing Committee and urged that 
steps be taken to induce the Committee to publieh full reports of its 
business in "The NeZ. Beekeeper" in order that Beekeepers generally 
be given the opportunity of knowing what was taking place in regard to 
the Marketing problem. It wes decided to request the Committee to 
adopt this suggestion. 


This concluded the business of the meeting which 
erminated at 12 noon, the Chairman thanking members for their attendance.
